It 
is extremely difficult, we are told, to discover how they ori- 
ginated.

There have clearly b^n 
additions in recent years too, for thfe 1910 budget shows 21 
lakhs under the head of Mansabs and Russums, and the 1980 
budget also shows about the same amount. In oar view, fiiere 
is no justification for continuing these relice of feudalism.
